Company 
eontained a clauce which entitled the 
Lessor to caneel the lease, ruled. thet 
the question was not one that the 
Board’ had any jurisdiction to inter- 
fere iy, that they could not interfere 
with the Lessor exercising its rights 
under its lease, so the application for 
the Order suspending any action of 
the Company in cancelling the leases 
was dismissed.

In discussing money generally the 
public’ are inclined to accuse the 
capitalist of having alll the money.

So when we 
find that in 1030, Canadians accum- 
ulated $49,000,000 in cash and put 
it in the savings banks in COanada, 
the question naturally arises, who 
has all the money in the savings ac- 
counts. in Oanada, 

* ‘The total amount of deposits about 
a year ago stood at $1, 102,000,000, 

but during this year of so called hard 
times and business disaster the 

amount increased to $1,451,000,000. 
No one will own up to the imerease, 
everybody seems ashamed to ack, 
nowledge having any part of it, here 
is $49,000,000 gone astray. The 
unemployed resent being charged 
with it, the farmers indignantly deny 
all title; the city busingss men 
swears he has lost money every day 
for the past three years, and still 
there is this sum running into mil- 
lions that somebody must own. 
not all in one bank of course, 
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Four Hundred and Fifty-one Million 
Dollars of real money. Just remem- 
ber it is reak money, not pipe dreams 
or castles in Spain, but real spend- 
able dollar bills. If everyone was 
poorer at the,beginning of this year 
than they were a year ago, who does 
this extra forty-nine million dollars 
bebong to, and how did it get into 
the banks? 

The real facts of the matter are 
most people have more money than 
they will admit, the r-al facts are 
that things are not as bad with the 
great majority of people as they 
would have you believe. A good many 
people seem ashamed to admit that 
they are making or saving any 
money. No one on the other ‘hand 
talks quite as loud or convincing as 
monéy, and here is Forty-nine Mil- 
lion Dollars talking right out in 
meeting, This money was. saved by 
someone within year; this money be- 
longs to someone. It didnt accum- 
ulate of. ite own accord, it didi’t ac- 
ulate of its own accord, it didn’t 
walk into the bank and ask to be put 
in the vault. It waa carried there, 
by people who have saved over and 
above their living ‘expenses. It 
seems most people take most pleas- 
ure and get more gratification out 
of hollering their heads off about 
hard times than they do in admitting 
that they have made or saved a dol- 
lar, they seem to glorify in ‘advers- 
ity, No one will admit that they 
own any share in this Forty-nine 
Millions, but it-must belong ‘to 
somebody. * 

There’s money enough : in the bank 
to pay for the country twice. over, 
that money belongs to the common 
people, the so-called capitalists don’t 
put their money in the savings banks. 
A country is a long way from going 
broke, on the contrary it’s on the 
road to prosperity when the savings 
increase $49,000,000 im a year’s time.

Thus Can- 
ada needs 28,000,000 pounds of wool 
and produces only about half of her

C. C. SWITZER DEAD

SUCCESSFUL 
SHEEP SALE AT LACOMBE 
October 8, 1931 


The sixteenth annual Sheep Sale 
of the Central Alberta Wool Grow- 
ers’ Association was held at La- 
combe on October 7 and 8. 

There were two difficulties this 
year. Farmers who have for years 
been keeping a flock of se*y are 
in the fortunate position where they 
are not forced to sell and cnly a 
small number of ewes were offered. 
Anticipating low prices farmers were 
reluctant to enter their breeding 
ewes and only about five hundred 
instead of twelve and fifteen hun 
dred ewes were entered for sale. 
The first pen of grade ewe lambs 
eoki for $5.10 each. Other pens of 
lambs were sold at similar prices, but 
one pen of 4t0 6 year old grade 
ewes sold at $3.00 each. 

The purebred ewes were a partic- 
ularly ehoice lot of Hampshires and 
Oxfords from the wel] known flocks 
of Peter Jamieson and Sons, Alix; 
John Sauve, Lacombe and George 
Graham, Bentley. These three breed- 
ere have for years been using the 
very best rams which they could pur- 
chase from the largest flocks in both 
the United States and Canada and 
their offerings of both rams and 
ewes would be a credit to their own- 
ers in either a show ring or a sales 
ring. The ewes ranged in ages from 


The: rood difficulty this year wae 
that the farmers are doing all their 
threshing by ‘helping each other, 
many farmers who wanited to buy 
ewep or needed rams were unable 
to attend the sale.

THE LIPTON FORTUNE 


Sir Thomas Lipton once defied 
newepapermen to write anything of 
note about him which did not con- 
cern yetehing. The challenge might 
be taken up posthumously, 

It is estimated that his fortune at 
the time of his death was in excess 
of $5,000,000 and that his bequests 
to charitable institutions will also be 
in excess of $1,000,000, A bachelor 
aH his life, Sir Thomas died without 
heirs and without any near relations 
to whom he could leave his money. 

Thus the fortune which he built up 
from nothing, after having been ac- 
cumulated in the hande of one man, 
is dispersed throughout the com- 
munity upon his death. Apart from 
the vast sums he expended upon his 
steam yecht, upon attempts to regain 
the America’s Cup and upon yacht 
racing in various parts of the world, 
Sir Thomas’ personal expences were 
not excessive, During hie life he 
acted as a sort of trustee for the 
money he had amassed and upon his 
death it is dispersed. 

One of the greatest English cap- 
italists, he died with knowledge, 
which few of them possess, that the 
fortune he built up would not be put 
to uses he never dreamed of by his 
heirs.
